He  was  sure  GREEN  traveled  in  several  Satellite 
Countries  and  thought  perhaps  he  may  have  visited  Russia 
as  well.

"under  a  cloud"  and  indicated  he  was  fired  by  S.  R.  C07;MN,  b7c 
Owner  and  Publisher.
